Minister of the Interior. 


The passing of Sir James Agg-Gardner 
creates a vacancy which it will be difficult 
adequately to fill in the Chairmanship of 
the Kitchen Committee of the British 
House of Commons. Sir James had held 
this position for eleven years, ever since 
‘Uncle Mark’’ Lockwood became Lord 
Lambourne ; and it was a position he was 
well qualified to hold, as he was a 
gastronomic connoisseur.

Then she adds: ‘‘ This dress some years 
ago would have been too youthful for 
thirty-seven, but now there is little distinc- 
tion in the dress of a woman of sixty and 
a girl of sixteen.” I take it that she 
meant that the old were dressing like the 
young, not the young like the old. 

1 wonder if thirty-seven thought that 
the glaring impotence of dress cheated time 
of its ravages.

The formidably named 
‘“Essence of Vipers,’’ the more gently 
termed ‘‘ Balm of Gilead,”’ the “ Elixir of 
Life,’ and the marvellous ‘ Metallic 
Tractors ’’ professed not only to ward off 
and cure disease, but to 1estore youth. 
Less ambitious, but, we can wel! believe, 
equally ineffective, was a certain cure for 
toothache, while for a paltry five shillings 
end three pence Mr. Thomas Craig, of the 
Toy Shop, Parliament street, handed ou* 
an infallible specific for hydrophobia. 
The homely corn seems to have been as 
troublesome then as now, if we may, judge 
by the prominence given to remedies for 
it. Can it be that some beauty of seven- 
teen hundred and something, whose 
features on the canvas are still a wonder, 
had to keep her dainty foot off the ground 
to ease the twinges of an offending corn, 
while the artist conjured her to put on 
her most winning smile? 


NAPOLEON IN OBSCURITY. 


Colleze Green, as the centre of the city, 
will naturally come in for a good deal ot 
attention from the visitors to Dublin. Let 
us imagine ourselves back there in the 
vear 1790. Daly’s Coffee House—now an 
insurance company’s offices—is in full 
swing, and the quidnuncs assemble to dis- 
cuss,one another and things in general. 
The newspaper for the 10th June, 1790, is 
just fresh from the press, and contains the 
result of the Downpatrick election held 
five days previously, and the announcement 
of the death, on the 17th April (nearly 
two months earlier), of Benjamin 
Franklin. 

'There are other items over which they 
linger, and, likely as not, do not notice a 
single-line news item pushed away in an 
chscure corner among unimportant adver- 
tisements. Let us peep over their 
shouldérs and read it for ourselves :— : The 
English have evacuated Toulon. 
runs, and we, after the event. read “ have 
been driven out of” instead of “have 
evacuated ’’; and we picture the opera- 
tion of a taciturn young officer of artillery 
who presently was to set all Europe by 
the ears. 

Let us skip nine years and a half and 
see what is in the Dublin newspaper of 
the 16th October, 1799. There is no 
obscurity of position now. Prominence is 
given (o an address to the Army of the 
Fast in which the soldiers are reminded 
of their conquest of the desert, and are 
promised greater glories still. The signa- 
tura is a fac-simile of the script—‘‘ Buona- 
parte.’ He was then at his zenith. To 
those who watched the progress of the 
mighty struggle in Europe, that newspaper 
ef the 16th October, 1799, was surely of

Where to-day we 
study the latest style in dress or dawdle 
over iced coffee, and where every kind of 
vehicle rolls or rattles all day, there once 
grew trees that gave the place a touch of 
the country. it by bit the street 
frontages became valuable, and bricks and 
mortar replaced the greenery, till at last 
there were houses all the way up anil 
down, and they began to be put to 
different uses. A famous school was in one 
of them, and among its scholars were Tow 
Moore, Sheridan, and, according to some, 
the Duke of Wellington. That great 
soldier seems to have been born, reared 
and schooled in so many places that I 
content myself with “ aceording to some.” 


SHELLEY IN GRAFTON STREET. 


In 1812 there lodged for a while in 17 
Grafton street a youth whose notions were 
so wild and undisciplined that light- 
headedness was offered as an explanation. 
To his lodging gathered other restless 
spirits, and it is not to be wondered at 


that the circumstances www a 
to that incident in the life of Davi rhen, 


also one of the best friends that ex-Service 
men have in Ireland, and devotes a great 
deal of his time to the work of the Hous- 
ing Trust, set up to control the fund set 
apart to provide for the housing of Irish 
ex-Service men.

Sir George was one of 
the few officials of the Irish Government 
who did not suffer his movements to be 
curtailed through any feeling of fear. He 
was an intense lover of the countryside, 
and not infrequently strolled a good deal 
beyond the limits of the Park. Though 
always under police protection, he at 
times unintentionally eluded the vigi- 
lance of the plain clothes men, in his 
love of getting away from the beaten 
track, and enjoying, as he once poeti- 
cally expressed it, “ an intimate, peaceful 
companionship with nature.’’ One of his 
most delightful essays is ‘‘ How to enjoy 
a country walk,” a revelation of the 
writer's devotion to nature-study.

Many old South Dublin residents, as I 
happen to have discovered wjthin the last 
few days, have been much interested in 
the paragraphs in che “ Diary ” relating 
to the Tongue Fields, and besides retain- 
ing pleasant recollections of rambles and 
recreations they lhad\in them, remember 
the immediate locality when it was 
watered by a number of little singiny 
rivers, which, with music like a lovers 
virelay, meandered by many a devious 
twist to join the Dodder. One of these was 
the Swan River, which about eighty years 
ago could be seen babbling down past the 
entrance of Mount Jerome across Leinster 
avenue. Some time. before Portolse'!o 
Barracks was built the bed of. the river 
was closed in, and, like the Poddle and 
Camac, it became virtually forgotten. 
Before suburban developments necessitated 
the Swan’s immuring, it was in the winter 
months a rivulet of fairly good volume, 
and at some places flowed very rapidly. 
From Portobello Barracks its course was 
across Rathmines road, down Richmond 
Hill, under Mountpleasant avenue, 
through the grounds of Ranelagh Convent, 
on to the end of Chelmsford road, and 
onwards by way of Upper Leeson street at 
the junction of Morehampton road, along 
Clyde road, finally discharging into the 
Dodder near Ballsbridge. A few years 
after it was closed in it made a great 
burst of its brick-bound passage in Rich- 
mond Hill, and made traffic impossible 
for a whole day, 


| we are told, everyone that was in distress,

17 Grafton street, we may assume, some of 
the wild youth’s schemes for the regenera- 
tion of mankind were discussed, and, for 
aught we know, in that same lodging may 
have come to him some of those inspira- 
tions which, later, were to sound like the 
trumpet of a prophecy to a wondering 
world.

He hands over, not 
his purse, but, in the language of the 
ring. a straight left, and the highwayman 
takes the count on the pathway of Grafton 
street.

There 
he gives his name as James Lynch, and

“ THE ACQUITTAL.” 

Miss Rita Weiman’s play, '“The Acqguittal,”’ 
was produced in the provinces at the be- 
ginning of the year, but it has only just 
reached the London area.

It seems that the 
Middle West is overtaking in prosperity 
and impottance that part of the United 
States that looks towards Europe ; 
and the fact’ suggests that the 
United States are beginning to live to 
themselves. This change is partly due 
to Europe’s economic recovery, which is 
slowly ridding the old world of American 
domination, and partly to the growing 
divergence between American and 
European manners. © 

In the first half of the year steel pro- 
duction in the United States, which had 
threatened a decline owing to lowness of 
prices, actually reached a new high level. 
New orders for steel continue to be sur- 
prisingly large. The production of motor 
vehicles continues to break old “ records,” 
despite the fear that the market for 
American cars was near to saturation. 
During the first six months of this year 
no fewer than 2,201,880 automobiles were 
manufactured. Such high production cannot 
continue indefinitely... Soon the whole of 
America, and of countries to which 
American motor vehicles can be. exported 
profitably, will be amply’ supplied with 
automobiles of an up-to-date type, and 
then the American factories will be re- 
quired only to produce cars for replace- 
ment. Already, moreover, British and 
other European vehicles are entering and 
conquering markets which formerly were 
virtually monopolised by American cars. 
Already the evils of over-production 
are manifest in the American cotton and 
silk industries. During June it was found 
necessary to curtail sharply the output of 
cotton textiles; yet production con- 
tinued to exceed sales and shipments. 
Stocks on hand have increased and orders 
have declined. In the silk industry 
“demand, though large, has failed to meet 
the very optimistic expectations of pro- 
ducers, and over-production has reduced 
profits to very narrow margins.’’ In the 
United States coal industry a protracted 
struggle over wages between miners and 
owners has resulted, as in England, in an 
abandonment of the men’s demands. The 
national union has conceded local wage 
agreements, and it is expected that pro- 
duction will be resumed in many mining 


areas ' on a competitive basis.

Nevertheless, the 
damage has been done. The page has 
been torn from the register and cannot 
be replaced; but the novelist cares little 
about this aspect of the matter. It is a 
lamentable fact that the spoiling of 
registers has not been confined to the 
pages of fiction. A measure, entitled the 
“ Parochial Registers and Records Bill,”’ 
has been laid before the English Church 
Assembly. If it is passed, it will be 
submitted to Parliament in November. 
Church authorities think that means 
must be found to keep a closer watch on 
people who seek permission to examine 
parish registers. Until about ninety 
years ago parish registers were the only 
records of births, deaths and marriages. 
It is still possible that a person s right to 
receive money by a will may depend upon 
the .proving of some birth or death 
that occurred a century ago. In rare 
cases the claim to a title might be affected 
by destruction of the evidence of a legal 
marriage. Numerous instances can be 
imagined in which persons would prefer 
that an entry in the registers should not 
remain. There is not the slightest doubt 
that unscrupulous people have erased or 
obliterated entries in the past, and, 
financially or otherwise, have benefited 
thereby. The new bill, therefore, seems 
te be desirable, but we hope that it will 
not hamper anybody who wishes to pursue 
investigations for historical reasons or 
from harmless motives of family pride. 


Mixed Company. 


A few years ago travelling exhibitions 
made a feature of “happy families.” 
The “ happy family ” was a collection of 
frightened and dejected animals, herded 
together in the same cage, which, in 
ordinary circumstances, could not be 
happy “in one another's company. The 
methods that contrived these exhibitions 
would not be tolerated to-day. Public 
opinion, in one respect at least, has 
become more enlightened. It is no longer 
amusing to watch animals which 
obviously are suffering pain and discom- 
fort. Some experiments which were made 
recently at the London “Zoo’’ belong, 
however, to a different category. A baby 
rhinoceros from Kenya that was presented 
to the “Zoo’’ last month, says 
The Times, seemed to be very lonely. 
It was too young to be put with any of 
the adults in the elephant house, and 
the curators decided to house it with a 
young goat. This curious experiment 
succeeded. The two animals have become 
inseparable. The goat follows the 
rhinoceros during the day and sleeps 
with it at night. We might think that, 
if two were company in this curious 
alliance, three certainly would be 
excessive, but a third species was intro- 
duced without any disturbance of the 
harmony. The Commissioner of the 
Northern Province of West Africa pre- 
sented a young African elephant, very 
tamé and docile, which stands only three 
feet high at the shoulder. It was placed 
with the rhinoceros and the goat a few 
days ago, while its keeper hovered about 
in case of trouble. There was no trouble 
at all. The animals took no notice of 
the newcomer for some time, but 
eventually they became friends. It will

The Police Commission.

SEAMAN DISAPPEARS. 


From Revter’s CorRRESPONDENT. 


GEORGETOWN, BRITISH GUIANA, 

| Tuesday. 

A story of mutiny and mystery on the 
high seas was revealed upon the arrival 
here on Sunday of the small auxiliary 
twin-screw ketch Garthayon, which left 
Falmouth on. June 10th, and. had been 
pean as missing at Lloyds when sixty 
ays out, with a captain, mate, engineer 
and three West Indian seamen. 
Trouble arose on its first departure from 
Exmouth, when the crew refused to work, 
and the ketch: was towed’ into Plymouth. 
Here, in a fight on shore, one of the 
crew struck another on the head with .a 
hatchet,“ and, lie was sent to jail for-a 
month. The injured man showed signs ol 
insanity at Falmouth, but remained on 
board when the ketch left. When a week 
out, however, he bécame a raving maniac, 
throwing charts and loose gear overboard, 
and parading the deck naked and smeared 
all over with engine ,gtease. .. 
On June 19th the man disappeared, 
apparently having jumped overboard 
unseen. On the same day the other two 
seamen—one of them a new man engaged 
at Falmouth, who had repeatedly refused 
duty—struck. work .altogether, and con- 
fronted the captain in his cabin, com- 
plaming of the food and uttering threats. 
The officers thereupon decided to lock the 
men in the forecastle, where they re- 
mained for the rest of the voyage. 


WATER SHORTAGE. 

About a month out the water ran short. 
although double the regulation quahtity 
had been taken: on, and for nine days the 
men had only *half-a-pint daily for all pur- 
poses, and were unable to cook food. Rain 
came, and forty gallons were caught by 
sails, but the water was salty and tarry, 
fit only for cooking pea soup. The crew 
were soon back on the half-pint ration, 
and on August Ist only two gallons of 
water remained. Then came heavy rains

All the fuel oil for the auxiliary én- 
gines was exhausted, except for a small 
reserve supply to get into port, and the 
vessel ‘became becalmed 300 miles fron: 
Georgetown on July 30th, drifting’ until

Mr. Putnam Weale believes that the 
guarrels between Mukden and Japan 
centred on the railway guestion and 
maskel a struggle concerning the new 
railways which the Chinese had built, and 
were building, in Manchuria. 

[Note.—Chang Tso-lin’s train was 
wrecked by bombs on June 4th last while 
he was fleeing from Peking to Mukden, 
his Manchurian capital, after he had 
given up his fight against the victorious 
Southerners.

The great ‘“battle oí the nations” near 
Belfast starts this merning, when practice 
for the International Tourist Trophy Race 
next Saturday begins on the Ards Circuit. 

The race takes place over a distance of 
,410 miles; thirty laps of a thirteen-and- 
‘two-third miles course, which abounds in 
such hazards as hairpin bends, flanked by

VILLAGE PRECAUTIONS.

but there will be modifications so that the 
power will be devoted to speed to the ex- 
clusion of features which are essential t: 
proper touring cars.

IMPORTANT RULES 
APPROVED. 


From ‘Tae Tres ’’* Corresponvent. 
WARSAW, Monday. 
The draft regulations for the Laws of 
War in occupied territory, which were 
adopted to-day, “with minor amendments, 
represent a considerable advance upon the 
Hague Convention Number Five under the 
chairmanship of Lieutenant-General Sir 
George MacDonogh. ‘The Conference has 
-been careful not to approve rules which are 
impracticable.

THE CASE AGAINST SIR 
WALTER COCKERLINE. 

Mr. Geoffrey Beck, Tax Inspector, attached 
to the inquiry branch under the Chief In- 
spector of Taxes, was the principal witness 
when Sir Walter Herbert Cockerline, ship- 
owner, appeared before the Hull stipendiary 
magistrate yesterday to answer a summons 
by the Inland Revenue Department alleging 
certain false statements in connection with 
tax returns. 

Mr. Beck said that when instructed to 
investigate defendant’s accounts he saw: the 
defendant, who referred him to Mr. Dean, 
his hookkeeper, as the person who had pre- 
pared the tax returns. 

The witness read his note of the interview 
with Sir Walter in November, 1925, when 
he said he regretted that any inquiry was 
necessary, but things should: be looked at 
in a business way, and he could not run 
his business to suit the Government. There 
was nothing wrong with the books: all the 
entries were there, and there would be no 
concealment. 

The witness said the gravity of the position 
arose, not from failure to show credits in 
the books, but in the taxation accounts, 
which were all they normally saw. Receipts 
in 1915 and 1921 were held in abeyance and 
never disclosed until 1924, when they were 
pointedly asked for. Sir Walter said that it 
had always been intended to clear the matter 
up, and they were now doing so. 

A letter was read from the defendant 
dated November 17, 1925, azreeing to have 
auditor accounts prepared, and the witness 
added at a further interview in August, 1926, 
when asked for his private banking account, 
Sir Walter demurred, but eventually agreed 
reluctantly to its production. 

Mr. F. A. Tongue, a Government ac- 
countant, said that he went through the 
books with the accountants who acted for 
Sir Walter. He expressed the opinion that 
the books were not properly kept. The 
actual figures of profits were agreed between 
the accountants, 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day,

END OF FIVE MONTHS’ SAIL. 


With all canvas crowded on, the four- 
masted barque Garthpool arrived off Cork 
Harbour early yesterday morning, and later 
sailed into port under full sail, following a 
voyage lasting 145 days. “ We sailed from 
Wallaroo, Australia, on the 22nd March 
last,’’ said her commander, Captain Thom- 
son, “‘and shaped a course round the Cape 
of Good Hope on our long trip homewards. 
Rounding the South African coast we en- 
countered light contrary winds and made 
slow progress. As this continued for several 
days we decided to return over part of our 
course and round the Horn. This entailed a 
further journey of close on one thousand 
miles and lengthened our time of passage by 
three weeks.” 

The Garthpool has a cargo of Australian 
wheat aboard, and is expected to receive 
orders to proceed to Cork for discharge. She 
is owned by the Marine Navigation Com- 
pany. of Canada, and is a steel vessel of 

842 tons gross. She was built in Dundee 
in the year 1891. 


TRAM CONDUCTOR’S DEATH

KILLED BY ANOTHER CAR. 


An accident, which is believed to be the 
first of its kind in the tramway world, was 
investigated at an inquest at Northampton 
yesterday on Ezra Smith (30), a local tram 
conductor, i 

Smith was leaning over the top rail of the 
open top deck of his car on Monday, when he 
was struck on the head by the rail of a 
covered top car travelling in the opposite 
direction, receiving injuries from which he 
died in hospital. 

A witness stated that Smith was, ap- 
parently, looking at the mechanism under- 
neath the car, and the Coroner observed that 
he probably had heard a rattle. 

A verdict of accidental death was returned.

ICE-BREAKER’S NEW 
EXPEDITION. 


RUSSIAN LEADER’S 
VIEWS. 
Frou seen’ CORRESPONDENT. 


OSLO, Tuesday. 

Professor Samoilovitch, head of the 
Russian rescue expedition, has come here 
from Stavanger, where the ice-breaker 
Krassin is being repaired. 

Addressing a number of Press repre- 
sentatives, he said that Major Zappi was 
in good condition when he was picked up, 
but seemed very much surprised to see 
the Krassin and also rather confused, 
but Professor Samoilovitch did not attach 
much importance to that, as both Zappi 
and Major Mariano had had a fearful 
time and had no idea that the Krassin 
was 80 near. 

The Krassin, the professor hoped, would 
be repaired by Saturday and would then 
immediately set amt for the North of 
Spitzbergen. A base for Russian and 
Italian airmen would be organised in 
Hinlopem Straits, between West Spitz- 
bergen and North-East Island, Cape 
Leigh Smith or some other convenient 
place. Should these air searches prove 
fruitless, the Krassin would continue the 
search between Spitzbergen and Franz 
Joseph Land, but would not be able to do 
anything after the end of September. 

AMUNDSEN’S FATE. 

On being asked what he thought about 
the fate of Captain Amundsen, Professor 
Samoilovitch said that the. Norwegian 
explorer had always had original ideas, 
and it was possible that he had directed 
the aeroplane directly towards the Ales- 
sandrini party—the men with the airship 
—as the others were looking after General 
Nobile. His opinion was that they must 
look for Amundsen to the east of Spitz- 
bergen. 

With regard to the Alessandrini party, 
he thought it possible that they had suc- 
ceeded in bringing the airship down with 
them and jumping out on to the ice. 

Professor Samoilovitch added that an 
offer had been made to.General Nobile to 
take part in the Krassin’s fresh expedi- 
tion, but he had left for Italy, and he 
(the Professor) had heard nothing from 
him since. 

Professor Samoilovitch was asked about 
the Krassin’s rescue work in connection 
with the German liner Monte Cervantes, 
which, while on a summer cruise with 
tourists to Spitzbergen, struck some sub- 
merged object and became leaky. He 
said that when the first S.0.8. was picked 
up, they answered: ‘‘ We are in a great 
hurry,’’: but the Monte Cervantes wire- 
lessed: ‘‘ We shall perish.’

OTTAWA, Tuesday. 

The mystery of the disappearance, two 
years ago, of Mr. John Hornby, of 
England, one of the best-known explorers 
of the Canadian Hinterland, and his two 
nephews, has been cleared up by a wire- 
less message received to-day from the 
Government police post at Chesterfield 
Inlet, in the northern part of the Hudson 
ae region. 

t reports that the bodies of the three 
explorers have been found in a lonely 
cabin, in the barren lands west of 
Hudson Bay. 

The search for the Hornby party had 
been carried on ly police outposts since 
last December. Mr. Hornby, who was of 
considerable means, had journeyed for 
many years through the waste lands of the 
Arctic regions. Some years ago he re- 
turned home to England, but the lure of 
northern exploration stil] attracted him, 
and he came back in 1926, with his two 
nephews, for a further trip of 800 miles, 
following the waterways from Fort Resolu- 
tion to Hudson Bay, through a country 
where the most difficult conditions obtain 
in respect of securing food. 

When the explorers failed to arrive at 
their destination late last year, search 
parties were formed. 

According to the advices received to-day, 
the party was unable to survive last 
winter, and perished from starvation, 300 
miles from its destination. 


MYSTERY DEEPENS., 
Later. 


Some doubt has arisen as to the accuracy 
of the report. A former Commissioner of the 
North-West Territories, Mr. A. J. Bell, who 
is now at Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, declares 
that there must be a mistake in identification, 
as he had a long telephone talk last autumn 
with Mr. Hornby, who was then farming near 
Vancouver. 

It is also reported from Edmonton that 
the men accompanying Mr. Hornby on the 
trip across the Barren Lands were two 
Canadians, and not his nephews, as was 
stated in the official message received from 
the police post at Chesterfield Inlet.

Evidence was given to the effect that at 
about six o'clock that morning three shots 
were heard, and at eleven o'clock Banks at- 
tracted the attention of a butcher's boy, to 
whom he said, “ Get the police; I am in great 
trouble.” When a Snnateble arrived he found 
Banks downstairs in. pyjamas and dressing- 
gown. Banks said to him, ‘‘ For God's sake 
come in. A terrible thing has happened. I 
have shot my wife and daughter.” The con- 
stable found the wife shot in the back of the 
head and the daughter in the head and chest. 
Both had apparently been shot while asleep. 
A five-chambered revolver containing three 
spent cartridges and two ‘live’ ones was 
found. 

According to a statement alleged to have 
been made by Banks, he had only a very 
hazy idea of what had happened, and one 
witness thought that he was on the verge 
of a nervous breakdown. 

A police inspector said that Banks had 
suffered from delusional insanity while in 
the Army in India, and was in hospital for 
nineteen days. 

Banks said that he did not want the 
assistance of a legal gentleman, as he would 
try to get him out of it. He wanted to be 
hanged to get out of it. 

Banks was committed for trial at the 
Autumn Assizes at Wells.

MR. G. B. SHAW AND 
SHAKESPEARE MEMORIAL. 


Mr. George Bernard Shaw is as vigorous 
as usual in his remarks on the arrangements 
for the building of the Shakespeare Memorial 
Theatre at Stratford-on-Avon. His comments 
are printed, with criticisms of the design for 
the theatre contributed by other authors and 
men associated with the drama, in the cur- 
rent issue of 7he Bookman’s Journal. 

Mr. Shaw _ writes:—‘‘ The theatre, when 
erected, will certainly not be “in every way 
worthy and beautiful,’ because no such 
theatre ever has or can be produced. Nobody 
supposes that Miss Scott’s plan, as it now 
stands on paper, is final and invariable in 
every detail. No architectural plan is. We 
have provided for a European tour to gather 
the experience of the' best theatres on the 
Continent. What more can we do? 

‘* With reference to my opinion that Eng- 
land ought to be thoroughly ashamed of her- 
self for forcing us to go, cap in hand, to 
America to beg for the money needed for the 
Shakespeare Theatre, it is a national dis- 
grace. It virtually makes American territory 
of Stratford-on-Avon. In spite of American 
munificence we will still need a good deal 
more money. It is useless to appeal to Eng- 
land, but perhaps Germany will oblige.”’ 

Mr. Arnold Bennett's opinion is expressed 
as follows:—‘‘ My attitude towards it is 
sympathetic. I think the epithet ‘ un-Eng- 
lish’ is absurd. If the design reminds me 
of anything it reminds me of Windsor Castle. 
I should say the design is more interesting 
than any design for a theatre that I have 
seen for many years. At the same time, I 
am not absolutely enthusiastic about it.” 

‘At a glance they seem to me a touch 
Prussian,’’ is Mr. John Drinkwater’s remark 
concerning the illustrations; and Sir Johnston 
Forbes-Robertson says that “the design 
would appear to be somewhat bald and 
prison-like.”’

INVADERS CLAIM 
BIG SUCCESSES. 


DUKE’S HEADQUARTERS 
WRECKED.

London was again the principal 
objective of Eastland attackers in aerial 
warfare manoeuvres last night. At six 
o'clock several squadrons crossed the coast- 
line, and in about twenty minutes one of 
them was over the Duke of York’s head- 
quarters, Chelsea. They were attacked by 
a flight of Westland fighters; and, after a 
thrilling encounter, were driven off. 

The battle of Chelsea was not ended, 
however, for, even as the fighters were 
chasing the raiders, another Eastland 
squadron dropped from the clouds and 
assed over the main building unhindered. 

hey signalled that they had bombed the 
building and then disappeared. In real 
warfare they would have reduced the 
place to a mass of ruins. 

Six bombers, in two sections, flew over 
the heart of the city early in the evening. 
They were afterwards headed off, and one 
at least was theoretically brought down 
in flames after skilful manceuvre by one 
defending fighter. Nevertheless, bombs 
were dropped on the General Post Office. 
The Air Ministry and St. Paul’s, if not 
actually struck, had narrow escapes. 

Last night’s attack was short and sharp 
One hour after the resumption of opera- 
tions two raids had been carried out, and 
the bombers were on their way home. 
There was a thrilling race to the coast 
between bombers and fighters. The 
former fliers were’ believed to be heading 
for Worthing... Number 43 Fighter 
Squadron made perfect calculations as to 
where they would meet the fugitives, and 
their time was so correct that that contact 
was made over Littlehampton.

WONDERFUL SYSTEM OF 


INFORMATION. 


“Tue TIMES” AERONAUTICAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 

The weather on the second day of the 
air battle for London was again in favour of 
the defence. 

The umpires, as was expected, are finding 
it hard to assess with any degree of accuracy 
the. casualties in the many encounters, and 
have not been able to make any official state- 
ment as The result. of the first fifteen hours’ 
activity. It is gatherd unofficially, however, 
that the agreement of opinion is that the 
defence is uppermost so far. 

There were many raids on London between 
6 and 7 o’clock last evening. During that 
period I sat watching on a large-scale map 
of the South-East of England the course of 
every raid, and, in the very brain centre of 
the defence, following the counter-measures 
adopted to intercept the raiders, even before 
they knew for certain that they had been 
detected. 

THE OPERATIONS ROOM. 

This was at the operations room of the 
oo area. Here the battle for the safety 
of London was concentrated upon a map, and 
the war game was played with counters and 
coloured labels. The whereabouts of this 
centre need not be specified very accurately. 
In war-time it would be an underground 
chamber, gas proof, bomb proof ,and able to 
exist on its own resources for many days. 

Here in its peace-time equivalent, Air Vice- 
Marshal Sir Robert Brooke-Popham, the 
officer responsible for the security of London, 
surrounded by staff officers and telephonists, 
a meteorological officer, and other stafi 
oficers of the Anti-Aircraft Organisation and 
Ground Defences, sat, watching intently a 
huge table, on which was imprinted a large 
scale map of the corner of England nearest 
the Continent, with an extension embracing 
some of the West Country and East Anglia 
up to the Wash. The map showed broad 
outlines rather than detail, the whole area 
being divided into numbered squares, over 
which were superimposed the broad lines of 
the anti-aircraft artillery zones, the fighting 
aircraft zones, and the inner zone of the gun 
barrages round the very heart of London. 


A WONDERFUL SYSTEM. 

Each telephonist was in touch with some 
vital centre of observation. After years of 
study and experiment the whole system of 
passing information has been developed to 
such a pitch that the faintest stir in any 
one of these octopus-like tentacles ending in 
observer ports linked to a telephone wire is 
instantly felt in this patiently watching and 
quickly acting nerve centre upon orders from 
which the whole defence scheme from the 
south coast to the Wash and out to the 
west is set In motion. 

The speed at which this far-reaching net- 
work of intelligence worked was shown last 
night. While Londoners were watching the 
sky expectantly, and speculating whether the 
raiders will appear over the centre of Lon- 
don, I, seated in the gallery round the map 
by the courtesy of the officer commanding, 
was following the line of approach of as 
many as fourteen raids, and noting with in- 
terest the growing numbers of fighters which 
were ordered into the air to seek out and 
intercept the bombers as they gradually 
neared London. 

The procedure, so far as the map is “on- 
cerned, is simplicity itself. The machinery 
is used as the result of years of organisa- 
tion, and is not to be described in too much 
detail; for it is easily ahead of any conceived 
by any other nation in its efficiency.

TIMBER CARGO AFLAME. 


Fire broke out on the three thousand-ton 
Norwegian vessel Annavore in the West 
India Dock, London, shortly after three 
o’clock yesterday morning. More than twenty 
fire engines rushed to the scene, and it was 
found necessary to flood the vessel, which is 
now submerged to the deck. 

‘he Annavore carried a cargo of turpen- 
tine, resin and timber. In the hold in which 
the fire began there were scores of barrels 
of turpentine and a quantity of timber, while 
on the lower deck immediately “above that 
hold were barrels of resin and more timber. 

Considerable damage was done to some of 
the timber, but the firemen were successful 
in preventing the flames reaching the tur- 
pentine.

NORTHERN OWNER'S 
GRIEVANCES. 


That the “buses had been of inestimable 
benefit to the whole of Ulster, and had done 
more to develop the Six Counties in the last 
five years than the railways had done in half 
a century, was the claim advanced by Mr.

LAWS. 
MINISTRY AND CIVIO BODIES 


CRITICISED. 

In the course of his address, Mr. O'Neill 
said that the committee appointed to 
scrutinise, and, if necessary, oppose, the con- 
firmation of the by-laws passed by the various 
local authorities in Ulster had to report that 
the Ministry had virtually confirmed the by- 
laws passed by the Bangor Borough Council, 
and in so doing had broken two promises. 
They had been assured most positively that 
“‘there was no such thing contemplated as a 
charge for the use of stands in the open 
street,” and, notwithstanding that, the charge 
of £5 per annum for each vehicle using the 
stand had been confirmed. The association 
had taken the necessary steps to oppose, and 
they hoped successfully oppose, the confirma- 
tion of the oppressive and iniquitous by-law 
Eire by the Belfast Corporation.

THE RATEPAYERS’ MONEY. 

When they discussed the Motor Vehicles 
Traffic and Regulation Act with the Ministry 
they were told several times that “all by- 
laws had to be confirmed by the Ministry, 
and that was a great safeguard.’’ That 
method of dealing with the matter appealed 
to them, because of its apparent simplicity, 
economy, and convenience, but their short 
experience had taught them that, instead of 
it being simple, economical and. convenient, 
it was complex, extravagant and _incon- 
venient, and up till the present the “‘ safe- 
guard ” promised had not materialised. 

Local authorities all over Ulster were “in a 
Mas to spend the ratepayers’ money ad, 
ib. in an attempt to force on the public by- 
laws which they did not want, and to which 
they strongly objected. In the case of the 
Belfast Corporation they were spending 
money in a lavish and inexcusable manner ; 
in fact, it would appear simpler to deal 
with a case in the House of Lords. 

The great array of counsel and the ex- 
tensive preparations that were being made, 
and the evidence that was being obtained, 
proved that. Among other things, they 
had about twenty-five ex-R.I.C. sergeants 
and head constables out on the streets evi- 
dently trying to obtain evidence 
of congestion or anything else that 
could e used against the ‘buses. 
wanted is a speeding up of all traffic in the 
streets and the traffic properly regulated and 
controlled. The Corporation wanted to regu- 
late the traffic off the streets, but it is their 
business to regulate and control the traffic 
on the streets. 

THE TRAMWAYS. 

Under the stimulus of 'bus competition 
those responsible for the running of the 
tramways have been forced to throw off that 
lethargy and indifference with which they 
had so long been afflicted, and they were 
now able to give the public a service, 
courtesy and attention which they have never 
before experienced. But if the public allowed 
these by-laws to be confirmed by the 
Ministry, the “buses would disappear from 
the streets, and they would again find that 
they would have to put up with a slow, 
costly, and inefficient transport service. 

The ’buses had been of inestimable benefit 
to the whole of Ulster, and had done more 
to develop the Six Counties in the last five 
years than the railways had done in half a 
century. A large number of houses had been 
erected all over the province, and agricultural 
holdings had greatly increased in value, and 
much land that was previously used for 
grazing or agriculture had been let for build- 
ing. The public should not forget that the 
road passenger transport was the means of 
reducing their travelling expenses in both 
city and country bv one-half. 

THE PETITION. 

Mr. J. McCrea, general manager of the 
B.0.C., said that if the by-laws were passed 
the citizens of Belfast would suffer in con- 
venience and money, No impartial Govern- 
ment could sanction such by-laws. The electri- 
city undertaking had justified itself; but, he 
asked, had the tramway service? He urged 
on all to sign the petition against the by-laws, 
on the ground of public convenience and 
public service, 

Proceeding, the speaker, criticised the 
appointment by the Corporation of expensive 
counsel at £1,000 retainers, with “' re- 
freshers ” of £100 a day, during the sit. 
ting of the inguiry in support of a 
dying service. The opposition to the "buses, 
he went on to claim, would affect the popu- 
larity of Government candidates at the next 
election. The ‘buses were quite content 
and the present fares of 2d. and extended 
penny stages. Those fares were a paying 
proposition. Could that be said of the tram- 
ways? 

CORPORATION’S ATTITUDE. 

Captain 8. J. Hutchinson, LL.D., J.P. 
(Messrs. J. B. Ferguson, Ltd.), said that 
he felt that from a public point of view that 
the action of the Belfast Corporation was a 
reactionary one, and he did not think any 
statesman to-day charged with the duty of 
deciding between a Socialistic enterprise like 
the tramways and private enterprise like the 
"buses should have much difficulty in coming 
to a decision. He earnestly hoped that the 
attempt made by the Belfast Corporation to 
secure the trams from competition would not 
succeed. If the London County Council could 
not demand immunity from opposition neither 
could the Belfast Corporation. 


FATAL ACCIDENT IN

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WOMAN KNOCKED DOWN BY 
MOTOR CAR. 


Coroner M. J. Kierans held an inquest at 
Drogheda yesterday on the body of Mrs. 
Catherine McNulty (56), wife of a hair- 
dresser carrying on business at Stockwell 
street, who died on Monday from injuries 
received by being knocked down by a motor 
car, owned and driven by Mr. B. E. Allien, 
The Grove, Drogheda, on Sunday evening. 

The evidence of witnesses was to the effect 
that the woman stepped off the footpath 
immediately in front of the car, which was 
travelling close to the kerb in the narrow 
street because it was passing a "bus going 
in the opposite direction. She was knocked 
down and run over by the front wheel of 
Mr. Allen’s car, which pulled up almost 
immediately.

Stocks opened irregular, and slight nervous- 
ness manifested itself during the morning s

EMPLOYMENT OF OFFICIALS IN 
THE GAELTACHT. 


At a meeting of the Donegal Mental Hospi- 
tal Committee, which was held last Monday. 
a letter was received from the Free State 
Local Government Department enclosing a 
copy of the Loca! Officers and Employments 
(Gaeltacht) Order, 1928. se 

The letter stated that the Letterkenny 
Mental Hospital serves areas included in the 
Gaeltacht, and the provisions of Article 3 of 
the order would apply to appointments. 

The provisions contained in Article 3 are 
that any person employed on or after the date 
of the order (June 6) having no knowledge 
of Irish shall not continue in such employment 
after a period of three vears if the Minister 
Is not satisfied that such person possesses a 
knowledge of Irish sufficient to enable him to 
perform the duties in such office through the 
medium of the same language.

INTERNATIONAL GOLF. 


MANY SCRATCHINGS FROM 
THE FIRST ROUND. 


The draw for the first round of the Inter- 
national Championship consisted of eleven 
matches, but only five were played at Port- 
marnock last evening, half a dozen of the 
entrants withdrawing; as a matter of fact, 
there were seven scratchings all told, for P. 
C. Burton, of Porter’s Park, did not put in 
an appearance to play Ronald Dwyer, of 
Hermitage, for whose withdrawal there was 
a good excuse, as he had to leave town to 
play of the Boys Championship. 

The fizzling out of the championship, and 
the National Championship was also more or 
less of a fiasco from the point of view of the 
number of entries received, was regrettable— 
there are more scratchings to follow—and it 
may be that in 1932 the Committee in charge 
of the section may have to reconsider the 
position of golf in relation to the Games, 
which do not seem to appeal very strongly 
to the general body of those who are eligible 
to play in these championships. 

Last evening, however, a few excellent 
matches were decided, the feature being the 
struggle waged by Michael Crowley and 
(Charles Robertson, two of the strongest 
players in the Portmarnock Club. At no time 
was there more than a hole between them, 
and thus the match was ever so much more 
interesting for the onlookers than it otherwise 
would have been, for the golf itself was 
nothing like up to championship standard, 
taking it on the whole. When the turn was 
reached Crowley held a lead of but one hole, 
the most interesting stage on the first nine 
being the play to the third and sixth in- 
clasive, these holes being halved in the regu- 
lation. figures. 

On the way home Robertson fought hard 
to get info the lead, but he failed. They 
were all square going to the home hole, and 
here Crowley played a lovely brassey shot, 
the outstanding shot of the match, right to 
the middle of the green. It was that stroke 
which enabled him to win the match by one 
hole. 

L. E. Werner, who has been off his game 
for some weeks did not survive, being beaten 
3 and 1 by M. Staunton, who played good 
golf, to win by 5 and 1. The winner reached 
the turn in thirty-seven, although stymied 
twice, for a two-holes lead, and did not look 
hack afterwards. Joseph Gorry, who did so 
poorly in the National on the previous day, 
was in excellent form in his match with the 
Irish-American, F. R. Ryan. He was thirty- 
seven” for the first nine, and, winning the 
ninth, tenth and eleventh, he paved the way 
for a victory by 4 and 5. William O’Brien 
was another good winner. He was in quite 
his best form, but had P. Bell not been a 
lit? off it would have been a more interest- 
ing match. H. Bell was another who qualified, 
at the expense of Captain Faris, by the 
margin of two holes.

DOUBLE FOR DROGHEDA.

CORK, Tuesday. 

Continned bad weather and continued 
scratchings were the main features of the 
second day’s racing at Cork to-day. The 
scratchings were serious, and the disappear- 
ance of Both the Dominion scullers, H. H.

The íours 
came first, and though Belfast had come 
through their respective heats with little 
more than strong paddles, it, was thought 
that the greater pace of the Citie of the 
Tribes at the start might trouble the 
Northerners, but such was not the case. 
Thanks to the season's racing experience, Bel- 
fast are now much guicker off the mark, and 
they had a grip of the race from the word 
“go.” Derry likewise held Commercial at 
the start and worked out a comfortable lead 
in the first half mile. 


A GREAT RACE. 

The final was a right good race. Both 
crews got away smartly, and to half-way 
neither could claim any advantage.
